saturated hydrate of formula III or partially Q 
hydrogenation of one of the unsaturated bonds with a T" 
hydrogenation catalyst to half-hydrogenated product of A 
formula IV, followed by the Koch's carboxylation to give 
a mixture of carboxylic acids of formula Vx and Vn and 
finally esterification of these carboxylic acids. 
USE: Perfume, soap, shampoo, detergents, toiletries, 
waxes and so on.
